NATURE OF 


INCIDENT: On February 2, 2004, at abou: 2345 hours, Lennox Station Deputies were involved 
in а hit shooting incident. Deputies Kenneth Brown and Regan Fitzgerald, assigned to Lennox 
Station patrol unit 31 were driving northbound on Western Avenue, just north of 98" Street, 
when they observed approximately five or seven individuals in or around two vehicles parked 
along the east curb line. The deputies stopped their radio car next to the vehicles, in the north 
bound number two lane. 


As the radio car came to a stop, two individuals, one identified as Suspect Eric Lamont Wilson, 
and the other Suspect Lennard George Evans, began to back away from the car. Both suspects 
produced handguns, then turned and ran southbound on Western Avenue, turning east bound 
onto 98° Street. Deputies Brown and Fitzgerald attempted an emergency radio transmission of a 
foot pursu:t and chased after both suspects. 


As Deputies Brown and Fitzgerald turned east bound on 98" Street, Suspect Wilson turned 
toward them and fired between two and three rounds from a handgun. Both deputies immediately 
returned fire, striking the suspect who fell to the sidewalk in front of 95" Street. The 
suspect maintained his gun near his right hand. 


Suspect Wilson began to move about on the ground as Deputies Brown and Е itzgerald ordered 
him to remain still. Deputies Daniel Leon and Carlos Lopez, Lennox unit 34, arrived, taking a 
position behind their radio car’s doors, at the intersection of 98" Street and Western Avenue. 
Deputy Lopez approached Deputies Brown and Fitzgerald and Deputy Leon detained a third 
suspect who was observed hiding behind the grey vehicle. Deputy Leon returned to take a 
position with the other deputies and they ordered the suspect to stop moving and drop his 
weapon. 


COMPLETED BY: Sergeant Larry Landreth, Internal Affairs Bureau 
DATE: October 25, 2004 
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Suspect Wilson rolled over and grabbed onto the handgun. Perceiving an imminent deadly threat 
that the suspect was going to rc-engage the deputies, al! four ceputies shot at Suspect Wilson 
striking him numerous times. 


Sergeant Carlos Jaen, assigned to Transit Services Bureau, arrived just after the shooting and 
directed the deputies as they conducted a tactical approach of the suspect because the suspect 
still had the gun in his hand. The gun was removed from the suspect's hand and Los Angeles 
County paramedics arrived to treat the suspect. The suspect was pronounced dead at the scene by 
paramedics. 


A containment of the area was set up to locate and apprehend the second suspect. He was not 
located. At 0900 hours, the second suspect, Lennard Evans, surrendered to Lennox Station 
personnel. Of the individuals at the scene when Deputies Brown and Fitzgerald stopped, only 
one remained at the scene. Suspect DeVel Thompson was transported to Lennox Station, 
interviewed by Homicide Bureau personnel, and determined rot to have witnessed the shooting. 


Internal Affairs Bureau was notified at 0045 hours and Sergeants Larry Gregg and Larry 
Landreth, along with Lieutenant Greg Johnson, of the Internal Affairs Bureau responded to the 
command post at Central Avenue, south of 98" Street, in the city of Los Angeles, regarding a 
deputy involved hit shooting. When we arrived, Homicide Bureau personnel were at the scene 
investigating the incident. One suspect was deceased and a second suspect fled from the 
handling deputies, exiting from the containment. A third suspect had been detained and 
transported to Lennox Station. 


On August 31, 2004, Deputy District Attorney Daniel W. Baker issucd a Letter of Opinion 
regarding the deputy involved shooting incident. In his review of the shooting, DDA Baker 
deemed the Deputies Fitzgerald, Brown, Lopez and Leon acted lawfully in self-defense. 
The following summary is based on verbal and written statements from the involved deputy, 
witness statements and statements from the suspects.

Shell Casings- Two 9mm casings were recovered near the driver's side door of Deputy Leon 
and Lopez's vehicle. (Refer to Photograph #22)

FITZGERALD, Regan P. - Deputy Sheriff # BEN 

Deputy Fitzgerald was interviewed on February 3, 2004. at approximately 0525 hours, by 
Homicide Sergeants McCarthy and Laren. Deputy Fitzgerald was represented by Ms. Helen 
Schwab, of the law firm, “Green and Shinee”. 


Deputy Fitzgerald said on February 2, 2004, at about 2345, he and his partner, Deputy Kenneth 
Brown, were assigned as Lennox 31/EM. Deputy Fitzgerald was the passenger and Deputy 
Brown, the driver. They were traveling northbound on Westem Avenue, approaching 98" Street, 
when they saw four or five male Black adults, standing on the east sidewalk of Western Avenue, 
near a grey colored mid-sized automobile. Deputy Fitzgerald described the vehicle as parked 
along the east curb line, just north of 98" Street. A small maroon colored vehicle was parked 
directly in front of the grey car. 


As both deputies proceeded through the intersection, they observed two of the males, Eric 
Lamont Wilson and Lennard Evans, begin to quickly back away from the grey vehicle. Both men 
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removed handguns from their front pockets and began to run southbound Western Avenue to 
east bound 98^ Street. Deputy Fitzgerald told investigators he advised Deputy Brown that the 
men had handguns. Deputy Brown stopped the car, both deputies exited their patrol car and ran 
after the two suspects. (Refer tp photographs #11 and #12) Deputy Fitzgerald said he yelled to 
the suspects to stop and “freeze”, pulled his service weapon from the holster and advised over 
his radio of the foot pursuit. Deputy Fitzgerald reported he also heard Deputy Brown utilize his 
480 radio to advise of the foot pursuit. 


IAB Note: A review of recorded radio traffic fram Lennox frequency 
12 revealed at 4:56 there was a partial radio broadcast of “give me the 
patch" and the sounds of running could be heard in the background. 


Deputy Fitzgerald said he and Deputy Brown remained together and temporarily lost sight of the 
suspects as both suspects ran around the comer of a building onto 98" Street. When he reached 
the corner of the building, Fitzgerald saw Suspect Wilson running and had the silver handgun in 
his right hand. The suspect turned and pointed the handgun over his left shoulder and fired at 
Fitzgerald from a distance about fifteen feet. Deputy Fitzgerald said he saw Suspect Wilson fire, 
by his account, approximately two or three rounds at them. Deputy Fitzgerald said he perceived 
an imminent deadly threat to both he and Deputy Brown. Deputy Fitzgerald reported he fired his 
weapon seven to ten times at the suspect. Fitzgerald said he saw the suspect fall backwards to the 
sidewalk. Fitzgerald said he saw his partner come from behind him and swing to his right side. 
He lost visual on Brown but he heard gunfire from either Deputy Brown or the suspect. 
Fitzgerald heard Deputy Brown use his radio and was aware Brown was very close and to his 
right. Deputy Brown initially was broadcasting the foot pursuit but, Fitzgerald yelled out to 
Brown to put out the “998", Fitzgerald said he yelled to Brown to put out that the second suspect 
was running eastbound. Fitzgerald said he did not use his radio allowing Deputy Brown to do so 
and maintained his attention on the fallen suspect. 


IAB Note: A review of the recorded radio transmission revealed at 5: 
03 Deputy Brown is heard saying, *10-33 Give me the patch, 998, 98 
and Western" 


Fitzgerald also saw the second suspect, Evans, continue to run in a southeasterly direction on 98" 
Street, into the darkness. Fitzgerald and Brown continued to point their weapons at the suspect 
from a safe distance, watching him for any movement and racioed that shots had been fired. 


Deputy Fitzgerald said he saw Suspect Wilson was still moving while lying on the sidewalk in 
front of a residence at Hw. 98" Street. He could sec the weapon possessed by Wilson was 
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laying on the sidewalk a short distance from Wilson's right hand. Fitzgerald said because of the 
suspect’s movement both he and Deputy Brown continued to point their handguns and ordered 
the suspect to remain still. Fitzgerald said they heard the approach of assisting units’ sirens. 


IAB Note: A review of the recorded radio transmissions revealed that 
at 6:08, Deputy Brown advised of the third suspect (Thompson) north 
of the location. 


Very quickly, Deputy Fitzgerald saw Deputies Leon and Lopez (Unit 34/EM) arrived on scene. 
Fitzgerald heard Deputy Brown yell there was another suspect at the vehicles. Fitzgerald saw a 
third suspect involved in the initial stop, DeVel Thompson, hiding behind the grey vehicle as 
cover from the gunfire (Refer to photographs #11 through #13). Deputy Fitzgerald directed 
Deputies Leon and Lopez to detain Thompson in the back seat of Fitzgerald’s radio car. Deputy 
Lopez detained, searched and placed Thompson in the rear seat of Fitzgerald and Brown’s 
vehicle. Deputy Leon remained with Fitzgerald and Brown to maintain cover on Suspect Wilson 
and initiated radio broadcasts in an effort to set up and coordinate a containment for the second 
suspect. Deputy Lopez returned and maintained cover on the suspect from the driver’s door of 
Lopez/Leon’s vehicle. 


While maintaining cover and ordering the suspect to not move, Deputy Fitzgerald saw Suspect 
Wilson suddenly reach for the chrome colored semi-automatic pistol that was on the sidewalk 
near him. Deputy Fitzgerald said he perceived another imminent deadly threat from Wilson and 
fired an additional volley of rounds. Deputy Fitzgerald said he performed a “tactical reload” 
immediately after each volley of rounds. Fitzgerald’s discarded magazines were recovered from 
the sidewalk (Refer to photographs # 26 and #27). After the second volley of rounds, Deputy 
Fitzgerald said he did not see any movement or signs of life coming from Wilson. After 
numerous other deputies arrived on scene, Deputy Fitzgerald said that a plan was put together to 
have Deputies Brown, Fitzgerald and Lopez approach the suspect while Deputy Leon would 
maintain his position and provide cover for the deputies should a threat re-emerge. Deputy 
Fitzgerald said they broadcast, over their radio, their intention to approach the suspect and 
remove the weapon as a threat. 


IAB Note: A review of the recorded radio transmissions revealed at 
13:09 there was a discussion over the “patch” that the deputies would 
wait until additional units and a supervisor were on scene before they 
would approach the suspect and remove the weapon from his reach. 
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As Deputy Fitzgerald approached the suspect he saw the weapon still in Wilson's right hand. He 
slid the gun away with his right foot to а position out of the suspect’s reach, about two feet 
behind Fitzgerald, to remove the threat to the deputies. 


Sergeants McCarthy and Laren directed Deputy Fitzgerald to remove his weapon and give them 
the serial number. Deputy Fitzgerald was asked and he verified he last loaded his weapon with 
Department approved ammunition. He told the investigators he loaded his magazines with fifteen 
rounds and had one in the chamber. Deputy Fitzgerald removed one unexpended 9mm round 
from the chamber of the weapon and counted fifteen live rounds from the magazine. Fitzgerald 
also produced a second magazine from his gun belt and removed fifteen live rounds. The 
weapon, rounds and magazines were turned over to Sergeant Clark for analysis by the Crime Lab 
Firearms Section. 


BROWN, Kenneth - Deputy Sheriff # WB 

Deputy Brown was interviewed on February 3, 2004, at approximately 0425 hours. The 
interview was conducted at Lennox Station by Homicide Detectives Laren and McCarthy. Ms. 
Helen Schwab, of the Law Firm of Green and Shince, was present to represent Deputy Brown 
and the interview was digitally recorded. 


Deputy Brown said on February 2, 2004, he was assigned as Lennox unit 31, on the early 
morning shift, with Deputy Regan Fitzgerald as his partner. Brown was the driver and Fitzgerald 
was the passenger. While driving north bound on Western Avenue, they stopped for a red traffic 
light at Western Avenue and 98" Street. When the light turned to green, they continued north 
bound, where they saw several males congregating on the sidewalk, adjacent to two vehicles 
which were parked along the east curb line of Western Avenue, just north of 98" Street. One of 
the vehicles was described as possibly a mid-sized grey Buick, which had the front passenger 
door open. There was a single male standing near the opened door. The other car was a burgundy 
colored mid-sized sedan which was parked north of the grey car. There were two persons in the 
burgundy car. Brown said he believed he saw a total of five people in or around the two vehicles. 


Deputy Brown said he drove slowly alongside of the two vehicles and saw two of the males, 
Suspects Wilson and Evans, who apparently became aware of their presence, immediately 
started to rnove backwards and away from the vehicles. Brown told investigators both men 
reached into their right jacket pockets. One of the males, later identified as Wilson, removed a 
silver colored handgun from his jacket pocket and the other male, Suspect Evans, removed a 
dark colored handgun from his pocket. Brown described both handguns as semi-automatic 
pistols. Both Wilson and Evans began to run south bound on the sidewalk of Western Avenue. 
Deputy Brown stopped the radio car and Deputy Fitzgerald exited the car chasing after the 
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suspects.(refer to photograph #11 and #12 for location of the patrol car) Deputy Brown 
exited and followed his partner. Deputy Brown attempted to transmit emergency radio traffic, 
advising they were in foot pursuit of two armed suspects. 


IAB Note: A review of the recorded radio broadcasts revealed only a 
broadcast of *give me the patch" could be heard with the sound of 
running in the background. It does not appear that the full broadcast 
of the foot pursuit was transmitted. 


Deputy Brown reported that both suspects ran south bound on Western Avenue and turned east 
bound onto 98" Street. Deputy Fitzgerald was a couple feet ahead of Deputy Brown as they 
reached the corner. When Deputy Brown rounded the corner he immediately heard gunfire and 
saw Deputy Fitzgerald return gunfire at Wilson. Due to the fact that Deputy Brown was running 
behind his partner and unable to safely return fire, Brown went wide onto 98" Street, placing 
Suspect Wilson in a triangle between Fitzgerald and Brown (Refer to photograph #14 & #15). 
Brown saw Suspect Wilson holding the chrome pistol in his right hand and pointing it directly at 
both Deputy Fitzgerald and himself, as he heard the second round fired by Wilson and saw the 
muzzle flash. Believing that Suspect Wilson was attempting to kill them, Deputy Brown fired 
between four and six rounds from his duty weapon. Brown saw Suspect Wilson fall to the 
ground. Deputy Brown said he was not sure if Wilson fired two or three rounds at them, but he 
remembered hearing two rounds and seeing the muzzle flash from the second round. 


Deputy Brown said he continued to transmit emergency radio traffic advising that they had been 
involved in a shooting. He advised the assisting units that the second suspect, Evans, was last 
seen running in a south easterly direction on 98" Street. Brown said he last saw Suspect Evans 
on 98" Street, south of the sidewalk behind where Suspect Wilson was behind a possible white 
Jeep Cherokee. Brown said that Deputy Fitzgerald was ordering Suspect Wilson to not move and 
to show them his hands. Brown said he heard Deputy Carlos Lopez, unit 34, broadcast over the 
radio to other assisting units, establishing a containment for the fleeing suspect. 


The first assisting unit to arrive was Lennox unit 34, Deputies Carlos Lopez and Daniel Leon. 
They arrived in less than one minute after the initial shooting. Deputy Brown said he noticed that 
a third male, Suspect DeVel Thompson, who had been standing near the grey car where they 
initially saw the suspects, was still there. Brown directed Deputy Leon to detain the male. The 
burgundy vehicle, with it’s occupants had left the location. Deputy Leon detained Thompson and 
placed him in the rear seat of Brown’s radio car. Deputy Lopez continued his roll of coordinating 
the containment over the radio. 
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Deputy Brown exchanged magazines in what is described as a tactical reload and retained his 
used magazine. As Brown moved from his position in the street to a point on the sidewalk, 
abreast of Deputy Fitzgerald, he dropped the magazine near the signal light pole (Refer to 
photograph # 24). Brown and Fitzgerald covered Suspect Wilson, who was down and still 
moving. Wilson was moving his hands, legs and upper body. Deputy Lopez moved from his 
position at his radio car to their position on the sidewalk. Deputy Brown described the 
positioning as Deputy Fitzgerald was standing next to the buiding, Brown was standing on the 
grassy area adjacent the street and Deputy Lopez was standing between Fitzgerald and Brown. 
Brown said that Deputy Leon was standing next to his vehicle, which kept Wilson in a triangle 
position. 


Deputy Brown said he saw Suspect Wilson roll over and grab thc butt stock of thc handgun with 
his fingers, even after continuous verbal orders were given to him not to move and to show his 
hands. Deputy Brown said he believed Suspect Wilson was going to again shoot at them and 
Brown fired six or seven rounds at Wilson. Wilson stopped moving and Deputy Brown stopped 
firing but, Deputy Brown said the handgun was still touching Wilson's fingertips. 


Deputy Brown said that he, Deputies Brown and Leon discussed a plan, agreeing upon it and 
approached the suspect while covering him. Brown said Deputy Fitzgerald kicked the gun away 
from Wilson's reach. 


Brown added that after the second volley of rounds and possibly during thc shooting, he saw a 
unit traveling westbound on 98" Street, near Hobart Street. After the sbooting stopped, he saw 
the radio car's amber flashing lights on at 98" Street and Hobart Street. Several other units 
arrived on scene, along with Sergeants Carlos Jaen and Jimmy Johnson. Paramedics were 
requested and told to stage at Century Boulevard and Western Avenue until it was determined it 
would be safe for them to respond to the scene. 


Deputy Brown said he believed he fired between ten and twelve rounds during the incident. 
Deputy Brown was directed to remove his weapon and identify it with the serial number. He 
removed an unexpended round from the weapon's chamber and unloaded fifteen live rounds 
from the magazine. Deputy Brown had an additional magazine on his gun belt and removed it, 
counting out fifteen live rounds. The weapons, rounds and magazine was turned over to Sergeant 
Clark for analysis by the Crime Lab Firearms Section. 


LOPEZ, Carlos E. - Deputy Sheriff # BEBE 
Deputy Carlos Lopez was interviewed on February 3, 2004, at approximately 0655 hours, by

Sergeant Kenneth Clark and Deputy Joseph Romero. Тһе interview took place at Lennox Station 
and was digitally recorded. Attorney Helen Schwab, ALADS Counsel, was present during the 
interview, representing Deputy Lopez. 


Deputy Lopez said on February 2, 2004, at about 2345 hours, he was assigned to Lennox unit 34, 
on the early morning shift and the passenger. His partner and car driver was Deputy Daniel 

Leon. They were in the area of Century and Normandie Boulevards when they heard a voice he 
recognized as Deputy Kenneth Brown's say, *998, 98" and Western.” They arrived very quickly 
and Lopez said he saw that Deputies Fitzgerald and Brown were detaining a male on the ground, 
at gunpoint. One of the deputies directed Deputy Leon to detain another suspect who was around 
the corner on Western Avenue. 


Deputy Lopez said he assisted Deputies Brown and Fitzgerald by coordinating radio traffic, 
containment, response of assisting units and resources needed to tactically handle the situation. 
Either Deputy Brown or Deputy Fitzgerald told him there was an additional armed suspect who 
had fled east bound on 98" Street. Deputy Lopez moved around the front of his vehicle and took 
a position between Deputy Fitzgerald, who was against the wall, and Deputy Brown on the right 
side of the sidewalk (Refer to photograph 4 20 & #21). He requested units to respond from 
Century and Marina Det Rey Stations and started to assign units to specific points on 
containment. 


IAB Note: A review of the recorded radio transmissions revealed that 
at 5:55, Deputy Lopez could be heard coordinating units on 
containment prior to arriving and after he was on scene. 


While Deputy Lopez was setting up a containment, he heard Deputy Fitzgerald order the suspect 
to stop moving and stay down. Lopez said the suspect laying of his back, moving his arms and 
legs. Lopez could see a weapon by his hand and it appeared the suspect was trying to get up. 
Deputy Lopez said he saw the suspect grab the gun. When Sergeant Clark asked Deputy Lopez 
what he was thinking as the suspect put his hand on the gun, Deputy Lopez stated, “well, I was 
afraid he was going to shoot us....kill us." Deputy Lopez said that he fired at the suspect about 
four times when he grabbed onto the weapon. Deputy Lopez saw the suspect relea: the gun and 
reassessed to see if the suspect was still a threat, maintaining a sight picture. Lop: radioed to 
the units that there had been a second “998"(shooting). Deputy Lopez said all three of the 
deputies fired from the north sidewalk eastbound at the suspect. Deputy Lopez said he was not 
sure where Deputy Leon was when he shot at the suspect. He said after the volley of shots, he 
looked and saw his partner standing next to his patrol car, which was parked facing a northeast 
direction, west of the raised grassy center median on 98" Street (Refer to photograph #19 & 
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Deputy Lopez said that Deputies Brown, Fitzgerald, Leon anc him discussed a plan to tactically 
approached the suspect, maintaining cover and Deputy Fitzgerald would kick the weapon back 
toward Deputy Lopez. They discussed they would wait to make thc tactical approach until 
additional units arrived on scene. Once an additional unit arrived, they approached the suspect 
and Deputy Fitzgerald slid the silver semi-automatic pistol back away from the suspect's reach, 
Deputy Lopez said he saw that the suspect had sustained a head wound and appeared to be dead. 
He broadcast over the radio that the suspect appeared *927D"(deac). 


Deputy Lopez said he conducted a “tactical reload" of his weapon after he shot. He kept the 
discarded magazine. Deputy Lopez carried a Heckler & Koch .45 caliber semi-automatic pistol. 
The rounds were examined and counted. It appears that Depu:y Lopez fired five rounds instead 
of the four rounds he believed he fired. 


LEON, Daniel К. - Deputy Sheriff # ШИ 

Deputy Leon was interviewed on February 3, 2004, at about 0620 hours, by Sergeant Clark and 
Deputy Romero. The interview took place at Lennox Station with Attorney Helen Schwab, 
ALADS Counsel for Deputy Leon, present. The interview was digitally recorded. 


Deputy Leon said he was assigned as Lennox 34, on the early morning shift, with Deputy Carlos 
Lopez as kis partner. Deputy Leon was the driver and Deputy Lopez was the passenger. He 
heard an assistance request from unit 31, Deputy Brown advising, "998", they had been 
involved in a shooting at 98" and Western Avenue and were requesting immediate assistance. 
Deputy Leon drove to the location from an area just west of Century Boulevard and Normandie 
Avenue. When he arrived,. He saw Deputies Fitzgerald and Brown detaining, at gunpoint, an 
African-American male, who was laying on his back. Deputy Leon said he saw a hand gun on 
the ground near the male's hand. He described the suspect's movements not as reaching but, as 
flailing about his arms and legs. 


Deputy Leon told investigators when he arrived one of the deputies, he believed Deputy Brown, 
told him to go around the corner, on Westem Avenue, and detain a suspect who was prone on the 
sidewalk. When Leon looked around the corner onto Western Avenue, he saw a male 
(Thompson) prone on the sidewalk next to a grey colored Oldsmobile. The Oldsmobile sedan 
was parked at the cast curb line of Western Avenue, the passenger door was open and the engine 
was running. Deputy Leon approached the male, searched and handcuffed him. He placed the 
male in the rear seat of Brown/Fitzgerald’s vehicle. 
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Deputy Leon heard the other deputies yelling orders at the suspect on 98" Street. He went back 
to his patrol car and took up a position of cover behind the driver's side door and pointed his 
weapon at the suspect on the sidewalk (Refer to photograph # 22 & #23). Leon said the suspect 
was moving and he heard Fitzgerald, Brown and Lopez yelling at the suspect to stop moving and 
to show them his hands. Leon could see that the suspect was ignoring the commands of the 
deputies to stop moving. Leon characterized the suspect’s movements now as reaching and not 
flailing. It appeared to him that the suspect’s priority was to obtain the hand gun. The suspect 
continued to move closer toward the hand gun and reached for it on the ground, Deputy Leon 
said he saw the weapon “at the tip of his(Wilson’s) right hand”, feared the suspect was about to 
arm himself and shoot at him or the other deputies when he fired two rounds in rapid succession 
at the suspect. Leon said he shot from a distance of between fifty and seventy-five feet from the 
suspect. Deputy Leon said he heard gunfire coming from the corner and believed the other 
deputies fired at the same time. Deputy Leon said he maintained armed cover on the suspect and 
tactically reassessed the situation, he glanced over at the other deputies to ascertain if any had 
been hit by gunfire and saw that the suspect was not moving or making any sounds. Leon said he 
radioed to the assisting units that there had been additional shots fired involving the same 
suspect. He did this to keep the units responding updated on what was occurring. 


IAB Note: At 8:06 on the recorded radio transmissions, Deputy leon is 
heard say, “shots fired, shots fired.” Deputy Leon advised that there 
had been a second shooting involving the same suspect at the same 
location. 


Deputy Leon said the other deputies started to talk to each other and began to formulate their 
next move. They discussed out loud if they should approach and disarm the suspect or allow him 
to lie there with the gun within easy reach, until assisting units arrived. Leon said all deputies 
gave their input and they collectively decided to approach the suspect. They decided that Brown, 
Fitzgerald and Lopez, the three closest deputies, would approach the suspect and one deputy 
would kick the weapon away from the suspect’s grasp. Deputy Leon maintained a “flanking 
position” by keeping an equal distance from the other deputies utilizing his position, staying 
wide in the street as they approached. He could provide extra protection for the deputies and 
avoid a cross fire situation should he need to retum fire. Deputy Leon told investigators that he 
did not remember if the deputies communicated with each other as they approached the suspect. 


Deputy Leon removed his weapon and read the serial number off to Sergeant Clark. He said he 
loaded his weapon and magazines himself with Department approved ammunition. Sergeant 
Clark counted one live round in the chamber and thirteen unexpended rounds in the magazine. It 
appears that deputy Leon fired two rounds during the incident. Deputy Leon’s weapon, rounds 
and magazine were given to Sergeant Clark for analysis by the Crime Lab Firearms Section. 
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Deputy Leon second magazine was checked and fifteen live rounds were counted contained 
within the magazine. Leon's third magazine was checked and only fourteen live rounds were 
counted by Deputy Leon, he stated he possibly only loaded fourteen bullets in the magazine. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 


SUSPECT DeVel THOMPSON 


On 02-03-04, Homicide Detective Romero and Sergeant Clark interviewed Suspect Thompson 
concerning the events earlier. The interview took place at Lennox Station. The interview was 
digitally recorded. The suspect was in custody and was advised of his constitutional rights per 
SH-AD 477, lines #1 through #5. Thompson said he understood his rights and agreed to speak to 
the detectives without an attorney present. 


A summary of what Thompson told investigators follows: Thompson said he was a passenger in 
a grey Oldsmobile that was driven by Suspect Lennard Evans, aM They were driving down 
98" Street, when Evans looked at a man at the curb and said, “hold on home boy." Evan pulled 
the car over and stopped at the comer of 98" Street and Western Avenue. Thompson said Evan 
got out of the car and started to talk with the male standing on the sidewalk. Thompson said they 
appeared to be friends and he remained seated inside of the gray Oldsmobile. Thompson said he 
opened the car door to get out when he saw a Sheriff's radio car pull up, and shine spotlights on 
him as he exited the vehicle. He heard one of the deputies yell. “freeze”, followed by the sound 
of running, then by several gunshots. Thompson said when he beard the gunshots he stood there 
with his hands raised above his head. He saw Wilson and Evans run away from the deputies and 
the deputies followed the two around the corner onto 98^ Street, out-of-sight. 


Thompson said the occupants of the burgundy vehicle drove away as soon as they heard the 
gunshots. Thompson said he told the occupants of the burgundy car to leave as soon as the 
deputies ran around the corner. Thompson remained standing on the sidewalk unti] a deputy 
returned, pointed his gun and ordered Thompson to lie on the sidewalk. Thompson said he saw 
deputies looking at him and looking east on 98" Street, with their guns drawn. He saw a deputy 
talking on his radio while he had his gun pointed down 98" Sirect. 


Thompson told investigators he heard one deputy yell to the others that there was a person on the 
ground. Thompson overheard someone say that he had the person under control. He heard one 
deputy tell another to watch someonc's actions. Thompson said he did not know what the deputy 
was talking about but, a second patrol car arrived and detained him in the backseat of the radio 
car. 
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Thompson said the driver of the burgundy vehicle was [EEE who lived somewhere in 
land he did not know the name of the passenger. 


Suspect Thompson told investigators that he did not believe Evans had a gun. He said he thought 
Evans ran because he was on J Thompson said Evans was a member of a clique that called 
themselves “Every Woman’s Fantasy” (EWF). 


SUSPECT Lennard EVANS 

On February 2, 2004, Suspect Evans surrendered himself to station personnel at Lennox Station. 
At 1035 hours, Homicide Detectives Sergeant Kenneth Clark and Investigator Jose Romero 
interviewed Suspect Evans at Lennox Station. The interview was digitally recorded. The suspect 
was advised of his constitutional rights per SH-AD 477, lines #1 through #5. Evans said he 
understood his rights and agreed to speak to the detectives without an attorney present. 


A summary of what Evans told investigators Follows: Evans said he and his best friend, Devel 
Thompson were together in a grey Buick Regal. Evans was the driver and Thompson a 
passenger. The car belonged to Evans 5 à who had lent him the car to use. 
Evans said he was on the way to take Thompson home when ле saw an old friend, Eric, (Eric 
LaMont Wilson) at the corner of 98^ Street and Western Avenue. Evans exited from the car and 
walked up toward Eric. As he approached Wilson, a Sheriff's car drove toward them on Western 
Avenue. Evans said Wilson saw the deputies approaching and said, I'm about to pop on them.” 


Wilson also told Evans that he had better run. Evans said he cid not initially hear what Wilson 
told him and asked him to repeat what he bad said. Evans heard Wilson say,”I’m fixin to get off 
on them.” When investigators questioned Evans as to what he believed Wilson meant, Evans 
answered, “he’s fixin to shoot at them." Evans said he ran when he saw Wilson run. Evans told 
investigators that he ran in a straight line away from the corner and heard several gunshots from 
behind him. Evans said he did not look back. When questioned about the sequence of gunshots, 
Evans said he believed Wilson fired first at the deputies. Evans said he saw Wilson with a 
handgun aad described it as a blue steel semi-automatic pistol. Evans said at first he saw Wilson 
pull a handgun from his jacket pocket and then he changed his recollection to he saw Wilson pull 
the weapon out from his waistband area. 


Evans said he ran in a southeast direction towards Hobart Street. He said as he crossed 98" Street 
towards Normandie Avenue, he heard the first series of shots and then he heard more gunshots. 
Evans said he ran onto 99" Street and saw two males in a vehicle. He told them he was scared 
and asked to use their cellular telephone and they refused. Evans ran crossing Normandie 
Avenue, Vermont Avenue, crossed Century Boulevard, and ran to Hoover Street. From Hover 
Street he ran back to 99" Street until he reached a Bill apartment. Once inside of the 
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apartment he discussed with ҺИ 2 out turing himself into sheriffs deputies. 
Evans said DeVel Thompson called him and told him Sheriff's investigators were looking for 
him and Evans went to the Lennox Station and surrendered to the deputies. 


Evans changed his statement several times as to his location when the deputies pulled up. He 
said he was exiting the car, walking toward Wilson, or standing on the sidewalk talking to 
Wilson. Each time investigators pressed him, he changed his location. He denied possessing a 
handgun. He told investigators he was on 


Evans said he had not seen Wilson since 2002 and thought he had been killed until he saw him 
on Western Avenue and 98" Street. 


NON-DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


л... ү was contacted curing a canvass of the area by 
Lennox Station Detectives for possible witnesses. Ms. MBB said she was inside of her home 
and beard six gunshots. She telephoned the police, via 9-1-1, and saw a police car arrive on 
scene within minutes. She heard several more shots fired after the office arrived, exited his 
vehicle, ard walked toward Western Avenue from Hobart Avenue. She did not witness the 
shooting.

12, 2004, by Homicide Sergeant Kenneth Clark. Sergeant Clerk spoke to Mr. ШШ to notify 
him of his death. Mr. И old Sergeant Clark that a few days after bis | — ceath, he 
was approached by a person who told him they had witnessed the shooting between his _ л 
Lennox deputies. Mr. Ш refused to give Clark any identifying information of the person 
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who told him of the shooting. Sergeant Clark told Мг. Шо have the witness contact the 
District Attorney's Office if that person did not feel comfortable in speaking with Sheriff 
investigators. 


Mr, SB told Clark that Suspect Evans was not telling the truth when he told investigators he 
did not have a gun. Mr. 2:0 Suspect Evans’ motive for lying was that he could have 
been sent back to prison for the remainder of his life under California’s three strikes law. Mr. 

explained that Evans had two felony convictions and if investigators could prove he had 
any responsibility in his death, Evans would have received a third felony strike. 


Mr explained to Sergeant Clark that his Il Eric, had witnesses a murder in front of him 
three months before the confrontation with Lennox deputies. He explained that a passenger in his 

[саг was shot and killed in front of Eric while in a Taco Bell parking lot at Century 
Boulevard and Normandie Avenue.. Wilson said that his had become so paranoid after the 
murder that he always carried a handgun for protection. 


IAB Note: Sergeant Clark located the homicide that occurred on May 10, 
2003, at a Taco Bell drive-through window. ШИ was listed as 
one of five victims.

Ms. EBENE... interviewed on February 4, 2004 by Homicide Sergeant Kenneth 
Clark. The interview was conducted over the telephone and recorded for review. Ms. said 
she lent her grey Oldsmobile to Lennard Evans, her ш on February 2, 2004 at about 
1900 hours. She said she had talked with Evans the next morning and he told her what occurred 
Evans told be was going to tum himself into the police that day. She said Lennard Evans 
was alone when he picked up her car. She knew DeVel Thompson and said he was Evans’ 
B She said that Evans told her he and DeVel were together in her car and they stopped at 
the corner of Western Avenue and 98" Street , by a recording studio, for DeVel to use the 
bathroom. Eric *E-Roc" (Wilson) showed up and she said Evans felt uncomfortable with Wilson 
and wanted to leave told investigators that the police showed up and “E-Roc” pulled out a 
gun. Evans looked back and he saw “E-Roc” shoot at the police. Once the shooting started Evans 
ran and did not see what occurred. 


DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


SERGEANT CARLOS JAEN prepared a supplemental report documenting his actions and 
observations related to the shooting incident. Sergeant Jaen wrote he responded to a radio 
broadcast of a "deputy needs assistance, shots fired " call by Lennox unit 31 at 98" Street and 
Western Avenue. Before Sergeant Jaen arrived he heard another radio broadcast that there had 
been a second shooting at the location. 


When Jaen arrived on scene and parked his vehicle facing a southeast direction at the northeast 
corner of 98" Street and Western Avenue, he assembled a team of deputies and tactically 
approached the suspect, who was lying on the north sidewalk of 98" Street, east of Western 
Avenue. The suspect had been shot and there was a handgun laying on the ground near the 
suspect. Paramedics from Los Angeles City Fire Department were summoned and responded to 
treat the suspect. The paramedics examining the suspect pronounced him dead at the scene. 


Deputies Brown, Fitzgerald, Lopez and Leon all reported they had been involved in the shooting. 
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Sergeant Jaen telephoned Lieutenant Plett and notified her of the deputy involved shooting. 


Sergeant Jaen remained at the scene and directed the containment of the crime scene, adjoining 
arca, and a search for the second suspect who had fled the area.
